1. Applicant's remarks/arguments filed on 1 1/25/2005 regarding claims 1, 3, 5-9, 1 1-13, 15, 
19-22 and 24-27 have been considered. Claims 1, 3, 5-9, 1 1-13, 15, 19-22 and 24-27 are 
currently pending. Claims 2, 4, 10, 14, 16-18 and 23 have been canceled by applicant. 

2. Acknowledgement is made of the amended claims 19, 21 with respect to the claim 
objections set forth in the previous Office Action. The corrections are acceptable and the claim 
objections on these claims have been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method for acquiring multi-user signal 
synchronization in a CDMA system, including the unique functions of: 

"wherein the prescribed time of alignment of the plurality of CDMA transmitters is 
greater than zero, and less than the difference of a dividend of a period of one frame divided by 
the number of CDMA transmitters minus a time taken for loading the transmitted signals to all 
taps included in the matched filter." 

The closet prior art, Masui (USP 6,570,865), discloses a CDMA communication system 
wherein a plurality of base stations spreads the pilot signal with a spreading code PN having a 
suitable PN sequence period, and a CDMA transceiver comprises a short code matched filter that 
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realizes fast synchronization in the period of a PN sequence by varying a plurality of delayed tap 
coefficients. However, Masui fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations 
of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
